Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entided Suck Start Sly Heart is classified as: 

Objectionable 

This classification results from the extent and degree to which, and the manner in which, the 
publication depicts degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual conduct, the extent and degree 
to which, and the manner in which, it degrades, dehumanises and demeans women, and because it 
promotes the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The feature depicts fellatio that transforms into aggressive penetration of women’s mouths by 
men’s penises. Women are presented as servile and willing to accommodate any number of men in 
aggressive sexual activity to satisfy their insatiable craving for semen. The injury to the public good 
from the unrestricted availability of the publication is the potential for depictions of this type of 
sexual activity to strengthen misogynistic attitudes. 

In view of the extent and degree to which, and the manner in which, the DVD depicts activity 
within s3(3)(a)(iii) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act), 
degrades, dehumanises and demeans women within s3(3)(c) of the FVPC Act, and promotes the 
use of urine in association with sexual conduct in s3(2)(d) of the FVPC Act, the availability of the 
publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. The classification of this publication 
interferes with the freedom of expression, but this is a reasonable limitation that reflects the 
concern of a free and democratic society to limit the availability of publications that fall within the 
above provisions, and that are therefore likely to be injurious to the public good.
